Eugene Whelan! on the 
effects of the Crow Rate on 
Eastern Canada, is stating 
that they foresee no ill 
effects on the Eastern 
Canada Beef Industry with 
the removal of the Crows 
Nest. Pass agreement. 

The philosophy held by 
the Canadian Cattlemen's 
Association, that increased 
cattle production in West

Children’s Act Consultation 


When the Children's Ser- 
vices Division of the Ontario 
Ministry of Community and 
Social Services was esta- 
blished in 1977, the laws 
governing children’s ser- 
vices were identified as 
being one of the areas of the 
system in which reform was 
needed.

Moose season 
harvested 17 bulls and 8 calves 


An experimental one- 
week moose hunting season 
for bulls and calves only - 
has given wildlife managers 
in the Ministry of Natural 
Resources (MNR), and 
sportsmen, some encoura- 
ging signs for the future. 


Designed to protect the 
calf-producing cows, this 
“selective harvest’’ method 
still allowed hunters a crack 
at the available stock of 
bulls and calves - without 
effectively damaging the 
size of the local herd or 
having to restrict the

The special season was 
held in “‘management Unit 
61"' in the northern part of 
MNR's Tweed District in 
eastern Ontario during Oc- 
tober. It was the first of its 
kind in the province - and 
Tweed's first moose hunt in 
4 years. 

‘‘Management Unit. 61°" 
is the’ area bounded by 
Highway 7 on the south, 500 
on the north, 62 on the west 
and 41 on the east - in north 
Hastings and Lennox and 
Addington Counties. 


number of licences issued. 

‘Responsible for mana- 
ging the provinces’ wildlife, 
MNR carefully planned and 
monitored the hunt - and 
they took no chances. Extra 
staff were brought in to 
enforce the special regula- 
tions and record the har- 
vest. 

District Biologist, Kerry 
Coleman, described the 
results as ‘‘an acceptable 
harvest - considering that 
none of the breeding cows 
were removed. Yet the 
hunting pressure was fairly 
intensive.” 

Conservation Officers 
checked 304 hunters in the 
field, and 17 bulls and 8 
calves were harvested - fora 
success rate of 8.2 per cent

Milk is for cae 


Milk is not only for children. 
it's for everyone. Its a basiy 
food that the young. the aduft 
and the elderly need every day, 
sav foods and nutrition special- 
ists, Ontario Minisirs of Agri- 
culture and Food, 

Unless one's diet includes 
milk or milk products at any 
age, it is very difficult for the 
body to get enough calcium for 
healthy teeth and bones. 
Adults, particularly seniors. 
should realize bones get more 
brittle as the years go by. so 
milk is needed every day. Not 
only is it necessary for healthy 
teeth arid bones, it is also im- 
portant for water balance in 
the body and for proper blood 
clotting. 

In addition to mineral cal- 
cium, riboflavin (vitamin B.} 
is present in milk in generous 
amounts. This vitamin keeps 
skin healthy and vision clear. 
it is evident that it will not cor- 
rect physical deficiencies, but 
its ingestion every day, from 
baby hood on, can help delay 
certain skin or vision problems. 


Protein, a most important 
nutrient, is found in 
nature's most nearly perfect 
food.

War on Warbles 
Livestock producers who 


have not treated their cattle 
for warble control should so 
so within the next few days. 
Systemics which are avail- 
able are cheap, efficient, 
and easy to use, but should 
be applied no later than the 
first part of December. The 
cost of the treatment is 
dependent on the size of the 
animal but generally. will 
run between 20 cents and 50 
cents per head. It has been 
proven, time and again, that 
this is a small charge for the 
increased returns livestock 
owners receive from con- 
trolling warbles. The sy- 
stemics presently on the 
market, kill the grubs as 
they migrate through the 
animal's tissue. 

If used as directed the 
products are safe, however, 
later in December and 
January, the larvae are 
located along the animal's 
gullet and spinal card, anid 
when killed in this a 
lead to undesirabl 
effects. If animals do 
some signs of mild paralysis 
or stiffness, a veterinarian 
should be called. Products 
which are recommended 
include Neguvon, Grubex, 
Co-Ral and Spotton. Re- 
member, read the label and 
follow directions.

What size turkey should you 
buy? = « 

Foods and nutrition special- 
ists, Ontario Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Food, say that by 
understanding certain “turkey 
facts” you can easily determine 
the size which will best suit the 
need. 

“It's all a matter of left- 
overs”. they say. “Whether 
you want some, or whether 
you don't.” 

The edible meat from a 
whole turkey is 40 per cent of 
its purchased weight, the re- 
mainder being lost in thawing, 
cooking and bones. For each 
kilogram (2.2 pounds}! of un- 
cooked turkey, you can count 
on 400 grams (14 ounces) of 
cooked meat, of this 250 grams 
(nine ounces} can be sliced and 
the remainder used as chunks 
or bits in casseroles and soups.

Using the imperial measure. 
this means that for every 
pound of uncooked turkey, 
you will obtain about six 
ounces of cooked edible pro- 
duct.

Co-ordinator named 
to investigate issues 
in livestock industry 


H.E. McGill has been ap- 
pointed special projects co- 
ordinator in the Technology 
and Field Services division of 
the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food. Formerly director 
of the ministry's livestock 
branch, McGill is continuing 
a 34-year career with the 
ministry. 

Assistant Deputy Minister 
Dr. J.C. Rennie said McGill 
will co-ordinate the develop- 
ment of action plans to deal 
with several critical issues in 
the livestock industry. 

McGill will lead four major 
projects over the next two 
years. The first will investigate 
opportunities for more efficient 
pork production through im- 
proved management practices. 
He will identify needed changes 
in the operation of the industry 
and then develop a tailor-made 


educational extension program 
for pork producers. 


The second project will assess 
the future of Ontario beef pre- 
duction systems in the rapidly 
changing economic environ- 
ment. In conjunction with 
animal and plant scientists and 
the beef cattle industry . existing 
research will be evaluated and 
new studies commissioned if 


necessary. 


He will alse study the effect 
of tingle voltage on the perfor- 
mance of livestock and poultry.

other agencies on this issue. 

Finally, McGill will oversee 
the evaluation of canola as a 
livestock feed and estimate the 
potential Ontario demand for 
the crop.

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Delicate items 
in your wardrobe 


need special care 


Although it is the era of 
machine wash and dry. there 
may be some delicate itgms in 
sour wardrobe that still need 
special care to prolong their 
wear-hife. Articles such as 
lingerie. wool knits and silk 
items can retain their shape 
and fresh appearance when 
washed and dried as their 
fabric demands. 

Nylon is tht main fibre used 
in lingerie today. Spandex, an 
elastic fibre, is added to those 
items which require stretch. 

Lingerie made of these 
fibres can be machine-washed 
using the gentle cycle. Use 
detergent or soap dissolved in 
lukewarm water. Nylon’s ten- 
dency to pick up and retain 
color from other garments in 
the washing machine demands 
that nylon items be washed 
only with other white clothing. 
Even if colors in other garments 
seem fast, they may run just 
enough to make white nylon 
things look “off*white” 

Dingy or greyed nylon that 
was formerly white can be im- 
mersed in hot water and color 
remover to restore whiteness. 
Color .remover can be pur- 
chased where packaged dves 
are sold. Follow the directions 
on the label. Avoid 
chlorine bleach which will 
discolor nylon. 

Best results and longer wear- 
life are achieved if nylon and 
spandex items are line-dried.

However. they can be machine- 
dried on a low temperature set- 
ting for-+6-15 minutes. 

Pantyhose can be enclosed 
in a mesh bag and washed and 
dried as outlined for the nylon 

spandex garments. If you 
wish “to iron some of your 
nylon items use the@ nylon” or 
“permanent press” heat setting. 

Woollen knits often carry a 
“Dry Clean Only” label but 
they can be hand-washed suc- 
cessfully following a ‘simple 
method. 

The garment’s measure- 
ments, such as chest measure- 
ment, body or:sleeve lengths 
should be. recorded before 
washing. Dissolve mild deter- 
gent or soap in lukewarm 
water then add the garment. 
Squeeze it gently, do not rub 
or leave to soak. When the 
item is clean, squeeze as much 
water out as possible {do not 
wring}! and rinse at least twice 
in ‘clean water. All the soap 
must be removed.

Roll in a thick towel to 
remove as much moisture as 
possible then lay it on a flat 
surface away from heat and 
sunlight. Gently push it back 
to its original size and shape as 
indicated by measurements 
taken before washing. 


When dry the garment can 
be pressed using a steam iron 


set at the “Wool” heat setting. 


Silk is becoming more readils 
available in medium-priced 
stores. Many consumers who 
had previously not considered 
buying garments made of this 
fabric may be considering it 
now, Most care labels on silk 
garments say “Dry Clean Only” 
but in fact many silk garments 
can be washed and expensive 
dry-cleaning bills can be 
avoided. 

It’s important that a scrap 
or seam allowance of the fabric 
is tested for shrir 
ning color. Measu 
tlength and width} 
in lukewarm water and mild. ~ 
pure soap.

Rinse the 
fabric well, then let dry.

Farmers to get 
financial breathing space

When the Ontario Farm 
Adjustment Assistance Pro- 
gram was introduced at the 
end of last year, it was 
designed to give farmers in 
severe financial straits a 
breathing space in which to 
put their finances on a 
sound footing. 

To date, more than 3,000 
farmers across the province 
have qualified for interest 
reduction grants on loans 
totalling more than half a 
billion dollars; for guaran- 
tees on new lines of 
operating credit totalling 
$35 million, and for guaran- 
tees on deferred interest 
payments totalling 
$300,000. 

‘The program's impact 
however, goes beyond the 
numbers assisted or the 
dollars spent. The most 
significant benefit is the 
close consultation between 
the farmer, his banker and

tive who worked together to- 
make plans for the farmer's 

recovery. This intensive 

financial counselling will 

pay dividends for years to 

come especially among 

young farmers who make up 

almost half the OFAAP 

participants. 

Although OFAAP was 
originally conceived as a 
one-year program and was 
therefore scheduled to ex- 
pire at the end of Decem- 
ber, conditions demand that + 
it be extended for another 
one. year period. Since weak 
commodity prices and high 
interest rates have persist 
ed, it is going to take longer 
than the one year envision- 
ed to help those farmers in 
difficulty. 

As well, the steep slide in 
some prices, particularly 
cash crops, means that 


additional farmers will soon 
need assistance. Extending 
the program until December 
$1, 1988 will help those

Remove 
the top layer as you work to 
prevent overheating 

Use a sturdy,-light-weight 
shovel to push'snow out of 
the way. Ifyou must lift it, 


take out small scoopfuls,’ 


and use your legs and entire 
body to help lift the load, 
not just your arms and back 

Smoking and drinking 
alcoholic beverage are out 
while shoveling. Cigarette 
smoking constricts your 
blood vessels, making your 
heart and lungs work that 


energy and lead you to 
over-exert yourself, 

The best time to shovel is 
before eating, or at least 
one to two hours after 
eating. 

If at any time you feel a 
pain or heaviness in your 


chest, or become dizzy, 
faint, or start sweating 
profusely, stop shoveling 


immediately and get medi- 
cal attention. You may be 
having a heart attack.

Police 
officers now have the right 
to stop any motor vehicle on 
the road in order to find out 
if the driver has been 
drinking to excess. 

If a police officer signals 
you to pull over to the side 
of the road and stop, you 
must do so, even if you 
think there ig ne“reason for 
the officer suspect you 
have been d ing. If you 
fail to comply, you may “be 
fined anywhere from $100 to 
$2,000 

Once you have pulled 
over to the side of the road, 
the officer will 
observe order to 
determine if you have been 
drinking excessively. If you 
the

seem unsteady or if 
officer smells alcohol on 
your breath, you will be 


asked to take a breath test. 
If you refuse, you may ‘be 
prosecuted under the Crim 
inal Code. According to the 
Code, if the officer has 
reasonable grounds to sus- 
pect that you have alcohol in 
your blood and you refuse to 
take a roadside breath test 
without a resonable excuse, 
you may be found guilty of 
an offence. For a first 
offence, you may be fined 
anywhere from $50 to 
$2,000 or be imprisoned for 
up to six months or both 


Therefore, it is unwise to 
refuse to take a breath test. 


The breath test involves 
blowing into what is called a 
“roadside screening de 
vice’’. If the test shows that 
the proportion of alcohol in 
your blood is at least 50 
milligrams per 100 milli 
liters, what is referred to as 
“blowing over 50°’, the 
officer may ask you to 
surrender /your driver's 
license. Your license will 
then be suspended for 12 
‘hours. 

The Highway Traffic Act 
requires you to hand over 
your license immediately if 


. requested to do so. If you 


refuse, you may be fined 
anywhere from $20 to $100. 

You may request that a 
second breath test «be 
conducted at a police 
station. This test, called a 
breathalyser test, provides 
a more accurate reading 
than-a roadside screening 
test. If you blow under 50 in 
the breathalyser test. the 
suspension on your license 
will be lifted and you will be 
free to drive away; other- 
wise the suspension re- 
mains in effect. 

If your test (at the 
roadside. or at the station) 
shows that the level of 
alcohol in your blood is 
more than 80 milligrams per 
100 milliliters, you may be 
prosecuted under the Crim- 
inal. Code for impaired

Association, and the Ontar- 
io Seed Corn Growers 
Marketing Board, and trade 
representatives, meets an- 
nually with the representa- 
tives of the various seed 
corn dealers from across 
Ontario and evaluates each 
corn hybrid tested across 
Ontario in the 16 test 
stations. Over 400 hybrids 
were tested this year. 

Each hybrid _recom- 
mended is ranked according 
to heat unit rating, percen- 
tage of broken stalks, 
moisture content, and yield 
index.

Inventory Day 

For many farmers, De 
cember 3st marks the end 
of the business year and the 
time when records for the 
present year should be 
completed. Many producers 
find record-keeping a dis- 
tasteful exercise and tend to 
leave it as long as possible. 
often until taxes have to be 
filed in the spring. 

A good record-keeping 
system, however, should be 
started on January Ist, after 
reviewing the current ‘year's 
records and making what- 
ever adjustments are neces:

The Yuk Log memiy crack 
ling on the hearth is a traditional 
Christmas image. an apt symbol 
for the warmth and brightness of 
the holiday season 

And, like so many of the 
most beloved Christmas ¢us- 
toms, the lighting of the Yule 
Log seems to have its foots 
firmly embedded in the pre- 
Christian past 

While the light generated by 
the Yule Log is believed to 
symbolize the light which illu- 
minated the heavens at the 
time of the Nativity, it is also a 
descendant of the sacred 
hearth fires which were first 
kindled by the anctent 
Romans 

These fires. which were 
kept burning at all times. weres 
the very hear of the house- 
hold, metaphorically as well 
as literally. since they consti 
tuted the dwelling place of the 
ancestral spirits whom the 
family worshipped 

Atthe same time, the ongin 
of the Yule Log is intertwined 
with the Druidic worship of 
vegetation spirits. «ho lived in

Farm Tax Appeal Board will 
be ‘established’ to settle 
disputes regarding produc- 
tion criteria, The board will 
include representatives 
from the rural community. 
“I believe ghe tax pac- 
kage represents a fair and 
comprehensive response to 
the real need for change as 
expressed by the farming 
community,"’ Timbrell said. 


The proposal will give 
Ontario farmers a system 
that compares favorably 


qwith other jurisdictions. It 
faxes farm residences on 
the same basis as those in 
the urban area with tax on 
the residence lot discounted 
by 50 per cent. 

The changes “‘will exert a 
positive and progressive 
effect'’ on Ontario's farm 
and food production, he 
said. 

Some Interpretations of 
the Program:

other non-farm residences, 
but based on 50 per cent of 
the assessment of a severed 
residential lot, since the 
farm residential lot has a 
lower market value than a 
severed residential lot. 

2. Property tax credits 
and pensioner tax grants 
paid farmers will be calcu- 
lated on the = residence 
property tax, not the tax on 
the whole farm. 

$. Regulations covering 
livestock sales will be 
changed. A farmer, to 
establish qualification for 
rebates, will “include re- 
ceipts from livestock sales 
only where livestock have 
been on the farm at least 60 
days. 

" 4. Disputes concerning 
assessments will continue to 
be handled by the Ministry 
of Revenue. - 

_§. Estimates have been 
made as to the size of farm 
enterprise required to gen- 
crate gross incomes of 
$5,000, $8,000 and $12,000, 
or more, based on estimated 
1982 prices 

“6. The Broader Impact - 
The farm tax proposals are 
designed to provide solid 
support and incentive for 
full time farmers. These 
proposals will, in 1984, 
remove taxes on productive 
farmland and farm build. 
ings and, as well, the 
proposed new system’ will 
correct a number of inequi- 
ties. The long-range objec- 
tive, in brief, is this: to put 
in place a positive and 
progressive farm tax System 
that will further enhance the 
presently strong position of 
Ontario agriculture. 


Hastings Federation News 

Extension of the Farm- 
stead Improvement Pro- 
gram and dual labelling of 
agricultural chemicals were 
demanded by Directors of 
OFA meeting in Toronto in 
late October.

Where Did We Go Wrong? 

BY T. WAYNE MARTIN 

During the past two 
weeks we had to cancel two 
programs due to very 
limited response. The first, 
Keeping the Dairy Feed 
Dollars Home, was a ration 
workshop planned to make 
dairy producers more aware 
of how to balance rations 
and supplement them as 
nutritionally and economi- 
cally as possible. 

The idea for the workshop 
was based on requests from 
producers over the past few 
months, and was timed to 
coincide with winter feeding 
programs. In addition, 
many feed analysis which 
we are seeing are much 
lower in protein than usual - 
mainly hay and haylage. 
Corn silage analysis are 
higher in moisture, hence 
lower in protein and energy 
on an as-fed basis. Nutri- 
tional problems will result 
this winter if attention is not 
made to your feeding 
program. “< 

The second workshop tg’ 
be cancelled was, Farm 
Family BuSiness Planning 
for the ‘80s. Maybe people 
did not read the program, 
and misread the title as 
Farm Family Planning and 
thought it didn’t apply. This 
program was specifically 
designed for both spouses, 
and covered the use of 
business records, business 
arrangements, tax informa- 
tion, and farm law ques- 
tions. Again, this type of 
program had been request- 
ed by many families, and 
the hope was that by having 
it at this time of year, 1982 
still be 
carried out.

How Can I Protect My 
Rights Under the Ontano 
Human Rights Code? 


Once you qbink you've 
been discriminated against, 
the Code provides a proce 
dure for you to enforce your 
rights. The first step for you 
is to make a complaint in 
writing to the Ontario 
Human Rights Commission 
{You should do this within 
six months from the date on 
which you were last discri 
minated against.) In addi 
tion, the Commission itself 
can make a complaint if it 
thinks someone's rights are 
being infringed. 

Once a complaint has 
been made, the commission 
must investigate and see 
whether “the complaint 1s 
properly made under the 
Code, and does not belong 
under some other Act. If-it 
comes to the conclusion that 
the complaint does need to 
be looked into and that the 
the right 
agency to do it, a cqmmis- 
sion officer will begin to 
investigate the facts of the 


complaint, talk to the 
parties involved, and see 
whether some settiement 


can be reached. 
In investigating the com- 


plaint, the Commission's 
officers have powers to 
enter \any place except 


someone's home, request 
people and companies to 
show them documents or 


things relevant to the 
complaint, and question 
people involved in the 
situation that led to the 


complaint. The officer may 
also apply to a judge for a 
warrant to enter.a home or 
any other place where he or 
she has been = refused 
permission to enter, or to 
take documents that have 
been refused 

After the investigation, 
the Commission may re- 
quest the Minister of Labor 
to appoint a board of 
inquiry. This board of 
inquiry acts like a court to 
hear both sides of the story. 

The board has many of 
the powers of a court: it can 
issue a subpoena to require 
someone to testify; it hears 
evidence from witnesses, 
and has it recorded by a 
cows reporter; it can re- 


quire people to produce

In considering remedies, 
the board has very broad 
powers.-It may require that 
person against whom the 
complaint was made to do 
anything that the board 
considers would help in 
achieving compliance with 
the Code, cither now or in 
the future. it may require 
that person to pay damages 
to the complainant for 
money the complainant lost 
as a result of the discrimina- 
tion {e.g. the wages you 


weren't paid because you - 


It may 
require that person to pay 
up to $10,000 to the 
complaintant for mental 
anguish, if the person 
discriminated recklessly or 


deliberately.

Youngsters need 
a good breakfast 


The hockey season is here. 
All across the country, young- 


sters are turning out in the 


predawn cold for hockey prac- 


tice. Many of them arrive 


without breakfast. They can't 
be expected to do their best if 
they haven't eaten since the 
previous night. say food and 
nutrition specialists with the 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food. ‘ 
Breakfast is the most impor- 
tant meal of the day. This is 
especially true for the young 
hockey hopefuls who start the 
morning so early and se vigor- 
ously. To have a proper chance, 
they need a well-balanced meal 
containing carbohydrates like 
cereal, bread in some form or 
muffins, protein such ag an 
egg. cheese. peanut butter, or 
meat, a bit of fat and vitamins 
and minerals from juicé or: 
fruit. It's much better to get 


today cook in five minutes. 
Whole grain cereals that re- 
quire long, gentle cooking can 
be simaiered overnight on the 
lowestheat in a slow cooker or 
they could be completely cook- 
ed the night before and re- 
heated in the morning. 

Just follow package instruc 
tions, making the porridge in 
the top of a double boiler. As 
soon as it’s ready, cover it with 
plastic wrap to prevent a skin 
forming on the surface %and 
refrigerate the pot. In the 
morning, add a little'milk and 
reheat, without stirring, over 
bajling water. When it’s hot, 
stir and serve. 

Protein is essential in a 


balanced breakfast. Without 


it, any youngster will probably 


going to be divided into two 
parts, it's best to save the im- 


portant protein foods for the 
.e mini-meal.

Mother Nature. may be 
responsible for the 
“crunch’’ in c@rrots, but 
proper storage will keep 
Ontario carrots crunchy and 
fresh all winter long. 

Carrots are picked at the 
peak of perfection. Because 
they are about 88 per cent 
water, excessive water loss 
results in wilting and 
toughening. To prevent 
this, the tops which draw 
water from the root bottoms 
are removed immediately 
after harvesting. 

Carrots are quickly placed 
jn storage where they are 
kept at a cool temperature 
and a very high humidity 
level. When carrots are 
moved to market, they are 
packaged in plastic bags to 
protect them against brui- 
sing and to extend their 
shelf life. For storing at 
home, carrots should be left
